Former Peddler, Soldier, Wax Figure Sculptor and 
Showman Announces “Last Chapter” in Career. 
Boston Men Purchasers. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 19.—Sylves- 
ter Z. Poli, who has been peddler, 
soldier, wax figure sculptor and show- 
man in his 68 years, today sold for 
$30,000,000 his 20 vaudeville and mo- 
tion picture theaters scattered through- 
out New England and the East. 

The purchaser is a Boston syndicate 
which was represented during the ne- 
gotiations by Max Shoolman of the 
Metropolitan Theater, Boston, and 
Aaron L. Strauss, former director of 
the Olympic Theaters, Inc. 

Mr. Poli, who was once a wax figure 
sculptor *™ployed by the Famous 
Eden Musee in. New York City and 
later modeled likenesses of the seven 
imen condemned to death for instigat- 
ing the Haymarket riot in Chicago in 
1886, characterized his retirement from 
the amusement field as “the last 
chapter, but, of course, all of us get 
that.” 

He was born in Lucca, Italy, the son 
of a poor church organist, and helped 
support the family by peddling the 
cakes and candies his mother made. 
As chore boy for a French sculptor, he 
was taken to Paris, where he learned 
wax modeling. He was called back 


from France to serve in the Italian 
rmy, and later came to this country, 
arriving in 1881, 

After working for the Eden Musee, he 
spent a year and a half modeling 
figures for the Egyptian Museum, in 
Philadelphia. Three days after the 
museum was opened, fire destroyed all 
his work. 

With a partner named Robinson, he 
started a wax figure and vaudeville 
show in Toronto, in 1889, and when 
his partnership was dissolved he opened 
Poli’s, Eden Musee, in ew Haven. 
Later he inaugurated a 10, 20 and 30- 
cent vaudeville show. 

Mr. Poli was one of the first show- 
men to see the future in motion pic- 
ture entertainment, and in 1895 put 
French movies in his Wonderland The- 
ater in this city. 

Among the theaters included in the 
sale of the Poli chain are houses in 
New Haven, Hartford, Springfield, 
Worcester, Waterbury, Providence, Port- 
land and Bridgeport. 

His main strength was in vaudeville, 


however, and he was one of the first. 
showmen to book prominent stage art- 


ists for vaudeville. Among them were 
George M. Cohan, Nora Bayes, Al Jol- 
son, Rosa Ponselle and Jack Mason.

Chicago, Oct. 19 (A.P.).—Testifying 
at the trial today of William McAndrew, 
suspended superintendent of schools, 
Frederick Bausman, former justice of 
the Washington State Supreme Court, 
asserted that well-organized British 
propaganda owas being circulated 
through the United States to influence 
a Navy reduction and cancellation of 
the British debt. 

Called to the witness stand by Frank 
S. Righeimer, attorney for the board of 
education, before which Mr. McAndrew 
is being tried on charges of being pro- 
British and of insubordination, Mr. 
Bausman identified himself as the son 
of an English mother. He said he was 
the author of a book in which he had 
sought to show the danger of the 
British navy to the United States. 

The former Washington judge said 
that he had noted a change toward 
English propaganda in American rural 
schools and in libraries. 

“There was one book, especially, a 
scandalous pamphlet by a certain Pea- 
body, of Massachusetts, saying we did 
nothing in the war and should not ask 


.debt payments,” testified Mr. Bausman. 


“It made me furious. The pamphlet 
had been widely distributed.” 

He said it first appeared in the form 
of a letter addressed to President Cool- 
idge, and printed on page 1 of a New 
York newspaper. 

Asked his experience with Calumbia 
University. books, Bausman_ replied: 
“The great wealthy classes of New York 
have astonishing influence with Colum-. 
bia and Princeton Universities; these 
institutions do not have the views pre- 
vailing in the rest of the United States.” 

The book which drew most of the fire 
at previous hearings, a history written 


\by Prof. David S. Muzzey, of Columbia 


University, is not the only book to 
which the school board objects, it was 
learned today. The Hayes and Moon 
text, used in Chicago high schools, also 
is to be looked into as the result of a 
protest by New York Veterans of Foreign 
Wars that it is pro-British.

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PROSECUTOR QUITS KLAN, 


Alabama Attorney General 
Holds Order Menace to 
State’s Authority. 


Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 19 (A.P.).—In 
a denunciation of the activities of the 
Ku Klux Klan in the State of Alabama, 
in which he said that he is convinced 
“that the organization is in the hands 
of a lawless leadership,” Attorney 
General Charlie C. McCall tonight téen- 
dered his unconditional resignation 
from the organization. 

In his letter of resignation the at- 
torney general, who brought to light the 
recent floggings in Oneonta, Blound and 
Crenshaw Counties and personally di- 
rected the prosecution in the outgrow- 
ing cases, charged that “instead of aid- 
ing the constituted authorities in their 
efforts to ferret out crimes committed 
by klan members, lea.ers of the organi- 
zation have spread a wave oi intimida- 
tion over many law-abiding citizens 
therein and have dealt in austic and 
cowardly remarks concerning the mo- 
tives of officers of the ‘sw who have 
sought and are seeking to enforce the 
law.” 

Mr. McCall said that he is of the 
opinion, “which opinion is based o: a 
thorough investig crimes and 
activities of leaders, that the Eu Klux 
Klan in Alabama is th est menace 
to constituted authority.” 

“When I entered the Klan 1 sincerely 
believed in their principles and I sin- 
cerely believed that the klan practiced 
as well as pronounced them,” Mr. Mc- 
Ca:. declared. “I have seen n_ public 
statement of the klan as a whole re- 
signing from these principles. How- 
ever, in the course of my investigation 
of the activities of the klan in this 
State 1 have become convin‘ed that 
the klan in Alabama is in the hands 
of a lawless lead-rship. I have become 
convinced that it is not the purpose or 
intent of its leaders to aid the duly 
constituted officers of the law in their 
efiorts to enforce the criminal laws 
where crimes are committed b, its 
leadership. I have become personally 
convinced that many .1I thes~ crimes by 
hooded mobs which I have investigated 
have beeu plotted and planned by klan 
leaders, and tr perpetrators of those 
erimes have been encouraged and 
shielded in the commission cf them.”

Presentation of the Government’s 
case in the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy 
trial began in earnest yesterday after 
Martin W. Littleton had completed his 
opening statement to the jury and laid 
the ground work for the defense. 

The testimony of Edward C. Finney, 
who was First Assistant Secretary of 
the interior under Fall and still holds 
that important position, featured the 
afternoon session and led to most in- 
teresting developments, including a 
series of sharp clashes between oppos- 
ing counsel which at one point sur- 
charged the court atmosphere with ex- 
pectancy for something more than a 
verbal legal duel between Owen J. 
Roberts, of Government special coun- 
sel, and George P. Hoover, of counsel 
for Sinclair. 

When the afternoon adjournment 
relieved the tension, Mark B. Thomp- 
son, of counsel for Fall, asked Roberts 
with assumed seriousness whether the 
10-second or 14-second rule would be 
applied in the event of expected inci- 
dents today. 


Both Sides Satisfied. 


Though Finney is a star Government 
witness, called by the Government, the 
defense as wel] as the prosecution re- 
gards his testimony as distinctly fa- 
vorable. With studied and painstak- 
ing effort to be scrupulously fair and 
exact in his replies, this witness an- 
swered Robert’s questonis under direct 
examination in a manner. which 
brought outward evidences of satisfac- 
tion to both Sinclair and Fall and their 
respective counsel as well as to counsel 
for the Govrenment. 

Consequently both Hoover and 
Roberts clearly conveyed this satisfac- 
tion to the jury and this led to the 
inception of the marked bitterness 
displayed toward the close of yester- 
day’s session. Direct examination of 
Judge Finney, as he is called, will con- 
tinue today, after which he will be call- 
ed upon to clarify many features of 
the case under cross-examination. 

When Finney concludes his testi- 
mony, Roberts expects to recall George 
Otis Smith, chief of the Geologica] ~ 
Survey and Capt. H. A. Stuart, U. S. N., 
both of whom testified briefly yester- 
day. These witnesses will be used by 
Roberts in an effort to convince the 
jury that the drainage danger to the 
reserves was not serious, as contended 
by the defense, and that the placer 
mining claims which were paid by Sin- 
clair to remove the cloud of title on 
the reserve had no substantial value. 


Danger of Drainage Stressed. 


Littleton, in his opening statement‘ 
for the defense, which was concluded 
yesterday morning, laid stress on the 
drainage danger and told the jury that 
the law required the placer mining 
claims on the reserve to be disposed of 
before the Government could make the 
lease to Sinclair. Littleton dealt with 
this subject at some length yesterday 
before concluding his address with the 
defense’s reply to the Government's 
charge relative to the alleged transfer 
of Liberty Bonds from Sinclair to 
Fall.

ON. E. A. Secretary Tells Ma- 
sons America Owes This 
Step to Its Youth. 


CURTIS-REED MEASURE 
IS DEFENDED AS JUST 


Speaker Holds Federal De- 
partment Would Aid, Not 
Harm, Private Schools. 


America owes it to its youth to es- 
tablish a department of education with 
@ secretary in the President’s Cabinet, 
Miss Charl O. Williams, field secretary 


of the National Education Association, 
declared yesterday before the Supreme 
Council of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, Southern 
Jurisdiction. 

A department of education, as pro- 
posed in the Curtis-Reed bill, Miss 
Williams said, would in no way inter- 
fere with the rights of the States. She 
added that there wowld be “no inter- 
ference with the conduct of private and 
parochial schools.” In fact, she said, 
such institutions would have access to 
the results of research carried on by 
the department and consequently 
might benefit as much as the public 
schools. 

This country has more than 27,000,- 
000 school children, Miss Williams said, 
for whose instruction a million teachers 
are employed. Two billion dollars a 
year are spent in support of educa- 
tion, she said, while more than three 
times this amount is invested in school 
buildings an dequipment. This enter- 
prise, she declared, is of infinitely 
greater importance than any com- 
mercial undertaking; yet agriculture, 
commerce and labor each has its sec- 
retary in the President’s cabinet. 


Points College’s Goal. 


Dr. Cloyd H. Marvin, president oi 
George Washington University, told the 
councli that the task of the American 
University so far as instruction is con- 
cerned is the creation of an environ- 
ment for young men and women in 
which they can and will develop them- 
selves to their fullest capacity. 

In addition to the cultural or so0- 
@alled academic background, he said, 
the university must add to its func- 
tions the giving of an opportunity for 
the administration or specific adapta- 
tion of life. 

Dr. Charles F. Carusi, president of 
the National University, told of the 
efforts to have Congress establish a 
national university in Washington, 
expressed the opinion that the idea 
would not come to fruition unless 
either some existing institution or a 
newly-created one should have behind 
it the full force of some great national 
institution. He stressed the unique 
character of Washington as an _ ideal 
center for a great university. 


Rum Used to Raise 
‘Revolutionary Troops 


Rum helped New Hampshire to raise 
an army for the American Revolution, 
John H. Bartlett, former governor of 
that State and now First Assistant 
Postmaster General, told the Sons of 
the Revolution at a meeting in the 
Metropolitan Club last night.

Eartlett told how a wealthy citizen 
sold great quantities of his rum and 
used the proceeds to help raise and 
equip the State’s fighting forces. 

Two New Hampshire flags, replicas of 
flags that were captured by the British 
in the Revolution, were presented to 
the society by Walter Stilson Hutchins. 
Resolutions were adopted eulogizing 
three members who have recently died 
—Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, Thomas W.

During the morning session, Wilton 
J. Lambert, well-known Washington 
attorney, who was Fall’s counsel in the 
Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial, appeared 
at the counsel] table beside Fall and 
stayed until the morning adjournment. 
Lambert was unable to remain in the 
case when he found it scheduled for 
last spring at a time when he had 
pledged his services in advance to other 
clients. Lambert is not connected with 
the case now, but his presence at the 
counsel table evoked much interest. 


Fall and Sinclair in Contraat. 


There is an interesting contrast in 
the respective attitudes which Fall and 
Sinclair assume when the testimony 
comes from witnesses or legal questions 
are raised in connection with the in- 
troduction of documents. Sinclair sits 
calmly between Littleton and Hoover 
and awaits developments without any 
outward sign of being more than an 
interested spectator. He gives the im- 
pression of being confident that his 
counsel will be able to handle whatever 
problem presents itself and he waits 
until each legal tilt is over before smil- 
ing or otherwise showing his interest. 

Fall, on the other hand, has a ten- 
dency to direct his counsel in matters 
of detail while the legal battles are 
going on, occasionally nudging Will- 
iam E, Leahy and making pointed sug- 
gestions in an audible whisper. The 
fact that Fall has devoted so much of 
his life to the law places him some- 
what in the position of acting as de- 
fendant and his own counsel at the 
same time. 


Former Clashes Recalled. 


The threatened head-on collision be- 
tween Roberts and Hoover came with 
little advance notice, though there 
have been times when questions by 
Hoover appeared to nettle the Govern- 
ment’s special counsel, and those who 
have followed this case recall that there 
was some feeling between the two law- 
yers during one of the arguments last 
spring before Associate Justice Hitz 
relative to the Government’s motion 
to postpone this case. 

Hoover on that occasion told the 
court that Roberts had in effect made 
a stipulation with defense counsel and 
was not living up to it. The particu- 
lar misunderstanding was not in it- 
self important, but Roberts clearly 
showed on that occasion that he re- 
sented the statement made by Hoover 
to the court. And lingering traces of 
that resentment appear in the pres- 
ent proceedings, in the opinion of those 
who saw Roberts register suppressed 
emotion when Hoover interrupted him. 

While George Otis Smith was on the 
stand under direct examination by 
Roberts at the morning session, the 
first inkling of a brewing storm mani- 
fested itself. Roberts had begun put- 
ting in photostat copies of documents 
as Government -exhibits and Hoover 
arose to say: 

“Mr. Roberts, at this point might we 
have the court’s.attention directed to 
the Pickett act, under which that con- 
firmatory order was made. Of course 
I do not want to interrupt the order 
of your production.” 


Does not Want to Read It. 


“I do not want to read it,” snapped 
Roberts. “His Honor is doubtless fa- 
miliar with it. Some of these orders 
succeeded and some preceded the 
Pickett act.” 

Later when Roberts wanted to skip 
some parts of the documents which he 
regarded as irrelevant, Hoover asked 
that he read them and there was some 
show of impatience as the reading pro- 
ceeded. 

Edward C. Finney followed George 
Otis Smith on the stand and Hoover 
and Roberts became engaged in a legal 
skirmish over the introduction of let- 
ters pertaining to the Elk Hills, Calif., 
reserve, Hoover maintaining that it had 
nothing to do with his client, Sinclair, 
and Roberts maintaining that the evi- 
dence showed the part played in the 
oll lease cases by Fall. Roberts brought 
the Supreme Court decision into the 
case for the first time by declarkig 
that the high court in the civil case 
regarded the evidence he desired to 
submit as “relevant and persuasive 
evidence.” 

Hoover said the trial of a civil case 
was quite different from the trial of a 
criminal case, and that comment of 
any judge in a civil case “has nothing 
to do with this case whatsoever” 


The court decided that the evidence4 


could not be used against Sinclair, but 
could be used against Fall, and Leahy 
said he had no objection to introducing 
the letter. It was a letter written by 
Fall to Doheny, dated January 8, 1921. 


Finney Frequently Interrupted. 


Finney’s testimony was so frequently 
interrupted by the bringing in and 
reading of letters between Fall, Denby 
and others that there was scarcely op- 
portunity to go very deep into the part” 
Finney played in the lease transactions. 

Roberts sought to show that Finney 
had little to do with the Teapot Dome 
lease, that there was no competitive 
bidding in the case of this lease, and 
that it had been handled in a manner 
different from other leases. Referring 
to leases other than Teapot Dome, 
Roberts brought from the witness the 
answer that he signed all the leases 
with the exception of this lease and 
the lease on naval reserve, No. 2, 

By Roberts: 

Q. And who in the department passed 
upon those leases, to your knowledge, 
with the exception of this one here?— 
I mean, as to form, and so forth, and 
sufficilency?—A. They came to me. 

Q. They came to you?—A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did this lease come to you?—A. 
No. 

Q. Was it ever shown to you before 
it was executed? 

The Court: I didn’t hear your answer. 

The witness: No, 

By Mr. Roberts: 

Q. Was it ever shown to you before 
it was executed?—-A, No; I never saw 
it until after the execution. 


Asked About Signing Leases, 


Q. Who, if anyone in the department 
did so, instructed you to handle and 
sign on behalf of the department 
leases on the naval reserves under the 
general leasing act, and under the act 
of June 4, 1920?—A. It came under 
the terms of that order and chart. 

Q. Were you cognizant of any con- 
ference between Secretary Fall and rep- 
resentatives of the Navy shortly after 
the Secretary’s return to Washington in 
October?—A. Yes.

I am con- 
ducting the Government’s case in this 
case.” 

Hoover: “It will go into this record 
at some time, and I merely asked as a 
matter of convenience whether you 
would put it in now. It is nothing to 
get mad about.” 

Roberts was asking the witness, 
Finney, to identify documents when 
an interruption by Hoover visibly 
angered Roberts to the seething point 
and the proceedings at this point were 
as follows: 

Hoover: “What is that, Mr. Roberts? 
That is something new that I had not 
seen. Let us see that before you ask 
him about it, please. I think we are 
entitled to see it before you interrogate 
the witness about it, about the con- 
tents of any paper.” 

Roberts: “Perhaps I had better de- 
tach these papers from the exhibits.” 
Littleton: “Would you answer 

question by me, Mr. Roberts?” 

Roberts: “I will tell you anything I 
know.” 

Littleton: “I don’t want you to do 
that, because you know too much. But 
I would like tq know the purpose of 
offering those things attached to the 
exhibit.” 

Roberts: “I will tell you when we 
adjourn, Colonel.” 

Hoover: , “This is something which 
is foreign to the examination of the 
witness.” ‘ 


Roberts Retorts to Hoover. 


LaLter, when Hoover said he had no 
objection to the introduction of docu- 
ments, Roberts shot back: “I do not 
care to have you state ‘no objection.’ 
I suggest that if you have objection 
you make it to the court.” 

“If counsel is a little peevish,” re- 
plied Hoover, “I will make it to the 
court hereafter, instead of mentioning 
his name.”

Holland Is First Witness. 

George W. Holland, attorney for the 
United States Geolosical Survey, was 
the first Government witness called. He 
brought records and will be at the dis- 
posal of the court during the entire 
trial, ready at once to produce any 
record called for. He was followed by 
Stephen H. Quigley, clerk in the State 
Department, with official records of 
Fall and Denby’s apppintments, Hard- 
ing’s executive order, &c. 

The direct examination of Finney 
began to mold the Government’s case 
and the letters and documents intro- 
duced begin to form the bulk of the 
evidence ‘which the Government will 
declare spells a conspiracy and which 
the defense will claim proves their con- 
tentions that the Navy promoted and 
carried into execution, with Fall, the 
lease of Teapot Dome, that secrecy was 
ordered by the Navy because the oil 
storage involved the Navy’s war plans. 
There is a similarity between the re- 
cent Fall-Doheny case and the present 
case with respect to evidence pertain- 
ing to the lease and the reasons for 
making it. 

Littleton’s opening address to the 
jury yesterday morning stressed the de- 
fense viewpoint with respect to the 
making of the lease, brought Admiral 
John K. Robison, former chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, promi- 
nently into the picture as the man who 
promoted the plan to store 45,000,000 
barrels of oil for strategic purposes 
along the coast lines. 

Denby ordered the policy carried out, 
Littleton said adding that his client, 
Sinclair, only became identified with 
the matter when the Government de- 
sired to have a 1,000-mile pipe line 
built from the reserve to the seaboard 
and made that a condition of awarding 
the lease. 


Address by Littleton. 
Littleton’s references to this phase 
of the lease and his reply to the Gov- 
ernment’s charge that Sinclair gave Fall 
Liberty bonds concluded the opening 
address as follows: 


“We will show you that not a single 


applicant that this record will disclose, 
by the Government or by anybody else, 
ever proposed that he was willing to 
make it a condition of his procuring 
this lease that he would build a pipe 
line for 1,000 miles across this 
continent, for which he would Bia re- 
ceive one dollar from the Government, 
which was the condition of this lease. 
Not a single applicant who made ap- 
plication, about whom he said there 
was secrecy, ever made such an appli- 
cation under the conditions which were 
to be put upon Mr. Sinclair in his ap- 
plication. 

“Moreover, we will pie you by the 
terms of the lease itself that it was 
Canons So: Whe. leat Segeee and that it 
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the lease, in the making of the lease 
and the circumstances surrounding the 
making of the lease, in answer to the 
proposition that this lease was a cor- 
rupt bargain between Secretary Fall and 
Mr. Sinclair. 

“Now, ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, one more chapter of this matter 
and I shall have concluded. 

“This indictment charges, in the 
very heart and core of the indictment, 
that: 


“Instead of keeping his mind and 
judgment free from partiality, bias 
and prejudice in favor of the said 
Harry F. Sinclair and the said Mam- 
moth Oil Co., and against the said 
other persons and corporations de- 
sirous of securing said leases and con- 
tracts in competition with the said 
Harry F. Sinclair and the Mammoth 
Oil Co., and his judgment upon mat- 
ters in that connection, involving the 
said property and pecuniary interests 
and rights of the United States, as 
aforesaid, free from error detrimental 
to the United States, the said Albert 
B. Fall, according to said unlawful and 
felonious conspiracy, combination, con- 
federation and agreement, corruptly, 
secretly and surreptitiously was to ac- 
cept from the said Harry F. Sinclair 
and the Mammoth Oil Co., and they 
were corruptly, secretly and surrep- 
titiously to give to said Albert B. Fall 
large amounts of United States Liberty 
Loan Bonds as loans and gifts, whereby 
the said United States was to be de- 
prived of its property, pecuniary in- 
terests and rights, and the benefit of 
such competition as aforesaid, and of 
the honest, unbiased, impartial and 
unprejudiced service of said Albert B. 
Fall, as Secretary of the Interior, 
touching the matters aforesaid.’ 


Indictment Further Quoted. 


“Moreover, the indictment says in the 
overt acts: 

“*The said Henry F. Sinclai-, on or 
about the 8th day of May, 1922, de- 
livered, or caused to be delivered, to 
the said Albert B. Fall, and the said 
Albert B. Fall received, or caused to be 
received, from him, a large amount of 
bonds of the United States, known as 
First Liberty Loan 344 per cent bonds, 
of the par value of $230,500.’ 

“Mr. Roberts gave you in outline in 
his opening the evidence of what he 
says are the facts which he will offer 
in support of that charge. 

“In order that I may be accurate 
about it, I call your attention to the 
fact that he said that man by the 
name of Humphreys down in Texas had 
more oil than he had money and that 
he wished to sell his oil. He said he 
got in touch with the Standard Oil 
interests, the Sinclair Consolidated 
interests, the Prairie Oil & Gas inter- 
ests, to sell them some of that oil. 

“The facts in this case, as you will 
get them from the witnesses and from 
the evidence, ladies and gentlemen of 
the jury, with respect to that, will not 
be in doubt. Mr. Humphreys has pass- 
ed away. His evidence will be read to 
you by stipulation—evidence taken on 
another occasion. His testimony will 
show—notice this—it will show that 
Harry M. Blackmer had been negoti- 
ating with him for some time in an 
effort to buy the oil which was coming 
from the Humphreys companies and 
the Humphreys Texas companies—lI 
am not giving the names exactly—but 
this was an oil field in the counties of 
Kaufman, Navarro and some other 
counties in the State of Texas, and 
Humphreys owned it. 

“He testifies that H. M. Blackmer hac 
negotiated with him to purchase some 
of thé oil, the amount not mentioned, 
and that on the 14th day of November 
1921—mark the date—he met with 
Blackmer at 60 Broadway, New York. 
in the office of his (Humphreys) con- 
tracting engineer, named Post. He me? 
with Blackmer there and there Black- 
mer and he alone negotiated a sale to 
Blackmer of 30-odd million barrels of 
this oil to be taken from the wells in 
Navarro and Kaufman counties and 
these various counties in Texas. He 
had made the trade with Blackmer and 
had made the sale. 


Meet In Blackmer’s Room. 


“The evidence will show that at a 
later day, on the seventeenth day of 
November, when the sale was to be 
completed, there met in Blackmer’s 
room in the hotel in New York—and 
the purposes of their appearance will 
be quite plain from documents and 
evidence in the case—James O’Neil, of 
the Prairie Oil & Gas Co.; Robert 
Stewart, of the Standard Oil of Indiana, 
which was half owner of the Sinclair 
Purchasing Co, and Harry F. Sinclair, 
of the Sinclair Consolidated, which 
Consolidated was the half owner in .the 
other half of the Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing Co., and Humphreys. On 
the seventeenth now—mark you—after 
on the fourteenth the sale of the oil 
had been made to Blackmer, Senator 
Thomas, former senator from Colorado, 
attorney for Mr. Blackmer, was there— 
had been sent for by Blackmer to come 
on and act as his attorney—— 

Hoover (interposing). “He was at- 
torney for Mr. Humphreys.” 

Littleton, “Attorney for Humphreys. 
1 bege your pardon. I misspoke myself 
with respect to this. He had been sent 


there by Humphreys to come on and 


represent him in the making of the 
contract. When they met in this room 
on the seventeenth, the question was 
concluding the contract between Black- 
mer, who had bought the oil on the 
fourteenth, and Humphreys. 

“And the subsequent reason for the 
presence of the others as will appear: 
Blackmer said on that. occasion, “I 
want this contract made in the name 
of the Continental Trading Co., Ltd.,’ 
Humphreys said. ‘I do not know what 
that company is, or anything about it.’ 
And.he asked Senator Thomas’ ‘what 
he thought about it.’ And on that oc- 
casion O’Neil spoke up and said: ‘We 
are going to buy the oil,’ or ‘take the. 
oll, ourselves from the purchaser, from 
Humphreys, whether it is Blackmer or 

Co., Ltd. We 
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Harry M. Blackmer, and it was made 
to his nominee, the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., Ltd., on November 17, at $1.50 
a barrel, and the payment for that oil 
was guaranteed by the Prairie Oil & 
Gas Co. and the Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing Co. On behalf of the 
Prairie Oil & Gas Co. James E. O’Neil 
acted, and on behalf of the Sinclair 
Crude Oil Purchasing Co. by Harry F. 
Sinclair and Robert W. Stewart. They 
were interested in buying oil for the 
benefit of their companies. 

“Now, ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, it will appear that another contract 
was made on that occasion, by which 
these two companies, the Prairie Oil & 
Gas Co. and the Sinclair Crude Oil Pur- 
chasing Co., bought, to be delivered to 
them, the balance of the oil to be run 
from the Humphreys fields after the oil 
which was included in the contract to 
the Continental Trading Co., Ltd., had 
been run. They made a contract to 
take the balance of the oil. 

“The sole connection of Mr, Sinclair 
with the transaction—and Mr. Roberts 
says that that is what he will show 
in support of the charges which I have 
read to you in the indictment—the 
sole connection of Mr. Sinclair with the 
transaction was representing the Sin- 
clair Crude Oil Purchasing Co., along 
with Robert W. Stewart, and guaran- 
teeing the purchase by the Continental 
Trading Co., Ltd., of this contract to 
pay Humphreys the amount of money 
ig had agreed to pay when it pur- 
chased the oil, because the Sinclair 
Crude Oil Purchasing Co., in turn, was 
to buy the oil from the Continental 
Trading Co., Ltd., and the Prairie Oil 
& Gas Co. as well. Their interest was 
in the interest of their respective com- 
panies, as we will show, in procuring 
the oil from the person to whom Hum- 
phreys sold it. And that is the en- 
tire extent of their interest. 


Not Interested in Continental. 


“So far as appeared to the witnesses 
who were there, as the eyidence will 
show, there was no other reason for 
Sinclair being present at that meet- 
ing. And so far as the eyidence will 
show from those witnesses, nothing ap- 
peared which will indicate that he 
had the slightest interest in the Con- 
tinental Trading Co., Ltd. And, ladies 
and gentlemen of the jury, it will be 
made clear in this case that Sinclair 
had no interest in the Continental 
Trading Co., Ltd. He had never had 
a bond which the Continental Trad- 
ing Co., Ltd., distributed. It will be 
made clear that he never passed a bond 
of the character mentioned here, or 
anything else. It will be made clear 
that he was never the owner of bonds 
of the description mentioned here, and 
that he never passed the bonds to 
Fall or anybody on behalf of Fall. All 
this will be made clear to you as a de- 
duction from the eviderce in this case 
when it is finished. 

“Now, ladies and gentlemen of the 
jury, one more chapter and I am 
through. Mr. Roberts, very adroitly, 
attempted to tie up with this bond 
transaction, which he touched excced- 
ingly lightly, a transaction about which 
there is no question as to its happen- 
ing. Secretary Fall retired from his office 
in the spring of 1923. He resigned. He 
went back to his home in New Mexico. 
After he had gone there Mr. Sinclair 
and his companions, a syndidcate, were 
interested in concessions which they 
had obtained or were obtaining in Rus- 
Sia, oll goncessions. It was the desire of 
that syndicate, and of Mr. Sinclair, if 
possible, to retain Mr. Fall to go with 
them as counsel to Russia, to advise 
them of and concerning their rights and 
opportunities, in legal matters, in refer- 
ence to the Russian concession. 

“They felt, and the evidence will show, 
that. Mr. Fall felt that he was open asa 
private citizen, having resigned from 
public oifice, to accept a retainer or to 
be employed to serve a client wherever 
and whenever he could in an honorable 
way. 


Fall’s Trip to Europe. 


“The evidence will show that Mr. Fall 
said, on being approached about it, that 
he could not go at the time, that he 
would not be able to go with Mr. Sin- 
clair, but that he would go later to 
Europe, and that he followed. 

“And the evidence in this case will 
show you that Mr. Fall said Mr. Zevely, 
who approached him with respect to re- 
taining him to go to Russia; the evi- 
dence will show that Mr. Fall said to 
Mr. Zezely, before I can accept it I de- 
sire to go to Washington, and I desire to 
see the administration, from which l 
have just resigned. I desire to see them, 
to see if they have any objection be- 
cause of my recent close association 
with the administration, and also be- 
caused of the strained relations between 


the United States and Russia, if they |. 


have any objection at all to my accept- 
ing this employment.’ 


“That is what Mr. Fall answered when 
he -was approached with respect to be- 
coming counsel to make this trip to 
Russia. 

“Mr. Zevely told Mr. Sinclair before 
he (Mr. Sinclair) went to Europe that 
he thought Mr. Fall would require, 
for expense money, or payment in part, 
or some money before he went. Mr. 
Sinclair asked Mr. Zevely how much 
he thought Mr, Fall would probably 
want, and Mr. Zevely said probably 
$25,000. Mr. Sinclair said to his sec- 
retary, before he left for Europe, that 
on Mr. Zevely’s request to furnish Mr. 
Fall $25,000 for the purpose of satis- 
fying anything Mr. Fall wanted as a 
retainer, or as an advance, or as ex- 
pense money, before going to Russia. 


Zevely Goes to See Fall. 


“Then Mr. Sinclair went onto Eu- 
rope. Mr. Zevely went to see Secre- 
tary Fall, first at Three Rivers, N. Mex., 
about retaining him. And later on, 
when he had made arrangements with 
Mr. Fall, Mr. Zevely went to Mr. Sin- 
clair’s secretary and directed him to 
send down to Mr. Fall $25,000 

“And because, as you will -see, the 
bonds were there and Mr. Sinclair was 
not present, the bonds were used to 
send, probably because the signing of 
a check was not easy to.do. At all 
events, the bonds were seht, openly, 


down to the bank in El Paso, Tex., and' 


a letter accompanied the bonds. 
“Not bonds of the kind, as it might 
appear from the Government’s opening 
statement, of the Continental Trading 
Co., Ltd., and there is no protense by 
the Government that they had any- 
thing to do with the so-called Conti- 
nental Trading Co., Ltd., bond. They 
had no association with them in any 
way, in numbers, or identity, or like 
them in any way at all. To be sure 
they were Government bands, and that 
is the only likeness they had. 

“Those bonds were sent down openly 
to Mr. Fall, for the purpose of enabling 
him to dispose of his immediate wants, 
so that when we went on the trip to 
Russia he could go with an easy 
mind——” 

Hoover: “The bonds were sent to the 
bank in El Paso, Tex.” 

Littleton: “Yes, the bonds were sent 
tothe bank, openely, at El Paso, Tex., 
and not to Mr. Fall, as my associate 
reminds me. They were sent down to 
the bank in El Paso, Tex., openly. 


Witness Zevely Has Died 


“Now, what happened? When the 
Senate investigation was on, way back 
in 1923 and 1924, and this question 
came up, Mr. Zevely took the witness 
stand, as the record will show—because 
we are going to read his evidence. He 
also has died since, and by stipulation 
we are going to read his evidence. As 
I say, his evidence will show that Mr. 
Zevely went on the witness stand in 
the early days of the Senate investiga- 
tion and told them all about it. There 
Was no secrecy about it.

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FINNEY TESTIFIES AT OIL TRIAL 


BISHOP, ATTACKED 
REAFFIRMS DELICE 
IN APE-LIKE ORIGIN 


Barnes, in Letter to Arch- 
bishop, Replies to Protest 
by Bullock-Webster. 


APOLOGY FROM CANON, 
IS DEAN INGE’S DEMAND 


No Man Shall Drive Me to 
Tennessee or to Rome, 
Churchman Writes. 


London, Oct. 19 (A.P.).—‘‘No. man 
shall drive me to Tennessee or to 
Rome.” 

This striking declaration, made to- 
day in a long open letter to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, primate of all 
England, is the Bishop of Birmingham's 
answer to the sensational protest made 
by Canon G. R. Bullock-Webster last 
Sunday to the bishop’s presence in the 
pulpit of historic St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
known to the British throughout the 
world as “the parish church house of 
the empire.” 

Dean Inge, of St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
also figured in today’s developments in 
the latest flurty in the Church of- Eng- 
land over the “Anglo-Catholic” ques- 
tion by sending a blunt letter to Canon 
Bullock-Webster demanding a _ full 
apology for the latter’s “scandalous and 
disgraceful behavior in brawling in the 
cathedral.” 


Text of His Letter. 


Dean Inge wrote: 

“Since you have had the imperti- 
nence to write me in connection with 
what occurred yesterday, I must reply 
that, until I receive from you a full 
and proper apology to dean and chap- 
ter for your scandalous and disgrace- 
ful behavior in brawling in the 
cathedral, I must refuse to* have any 
communication with you whatever. 

“Your obedient servant, 

W. R. INGE.” 

The canon wrote: 


“This action, so far from being 
impertinence, seemed to me to be a 
simple act of courtesy, since the pro- 
test referred to yourself, and, at the 
same time, could hardly have been fully 
and accurately heard by you.” 

Canon Bullock-Webster created a 
scene in St. Paul’s Sunday by denounc- 
ing the Right Rev. Ernest William 
Barnes, Bishop of Birmingham, “for 
pouring contempt upon the doctrines 
and sacraments of the Holy Catholic 
Church,” just as the Bishop was about 
to deliver a sermon in the cathedral. 


Recognized as Scientist. 


In an open letter to the Archbishop, 
Bishop Barnes, who is recognized as a 
scicntist, as well as a churchman, re- 
affirms his modernist conceptions of 
the relation of science to religion, with 
which he has stirred up much contro- 
versy in England in recent years. He 
invites the primate to consider steps to 
“help those of us who are trying to fit 
the church to be the spiritual guide of 
an educated nation.” 

He reaffirms his belief in the ape- 
iike ancestry of man and declares that 
intelligent men and women are being 
alienated from the Church of England, 
first by its reluctance to heed_scientic 
teaching, and second, by the growth of 
erroneous sacramental doctrines, such 
as transubstantiation. 

On the question of man’s origin, the 
bishop’s letter says: “Though all com- 
petent biologists accept man’s evolu- 
tion from an ape-like stock, the theo- 
logical consequences of such belief are 
still seldom stated. I set myself years 
ago to expound these consequences and 
to show why they did not seem to me 
to upset the main Christian position.” 


No Protest Must Hinder Him. 


On the question of sacraments, which 
was the immediate cause of Canon 
Bullock-Webster’s outburst in St. Paul’s, 
Bishop Barnes in his letter reiterates 
his statement that the doctrine of 
transubstantiation is untrue. 

“As every students of comparative 
religion knows,” says the bishop, “it 
has affinities with the magico-religious 
beliefs of a lower cultural level than 
that of our present civilization. 

“No protest must hinder me as a 
bishop, and indeed as a Christian, from 
upholding religious truths. No man 
shall drive me to Tennessee or to 
Rome.”

School to Be Opened 
For Prohibition Force

Assassin’s Counsel Causes 
Gasps as He Leaps Up 
Waving Weapon. 


DENIES ANY SHOOTING 
AFTER VICTIM FELL 


Histrionic Speeches Mark an 
Attempt to Link General 
With Pogroms. 


Paris, Oct. 19 (A.P.).—An unexpected 
Gemonstration of the assassination of 
Gen, Simon Petlura again brought 
@asps of surprise from spectators at the 
murder trial of Samuel Schwartzbard 
Bousy in the court of assizes. 
Henri Torres, chief of counsel for the 
blonde Russian watchmaker, charged 
With the murder of the former head of 
he Ukfainian state army, suddenly 
rew an automatic revolver from be- 
eath the folds of his black lawyer’s 
be. Leaping past colleagues Torres 
Picea Dr. Paul, expert prosecution wit- 
ess, Who was explaining to the court 
how Schwartzbard fired two bullets in- 
to Gen. Petlura’s body after the latter 
had tumbled into the roadway at the 
Borner of the Rue Racine and the 
Boulevard Saint Michel, where he was 
Blain May 25, 1926. 
Spectators gasped, not knowing why 
orres was brandishing the revolver 
iming at a chair, Torres snapped the 
rigger of the revolver. There were 
thore gasps, but no explosion. 
The question of whether Schwartz- 
bard fired bullets into Gen. Petlura’s 
body as he lay in the roadway is one 
Of the moot points of the trial, for 
there has been no question of who did 
the killing. 


Told in Vivid Detail. 


Schwartzbard yesterday related in 

Vivid detail just how he trailed the 
genetal and shot him down because he 
believed him the instigator of the pog- 
roms in Ukrainia in which thousands 
of Jews were massacred. Torres’ demon- 
Stration was to show that the bullets 
fired while the general was down would 
have taken courses different than those 
revealed by the autopsy. 
The extra force of gendarmes that 
fuarded the courtroom yesterday while 
Schwartzbard told his dramatic story. 
again patrolled the corridors to pre- 
vent demonstrations of racial feeling. 
Witnesses and lawyers consumed most 
of the day in flights of oratory and 
histrionic exhibitions.

stars on tricolored ribbons, some of 
them listening with hand to ear to 
what was said of him who led them 
in days their regiments had been an 
army winning @ world’s respect. Some 
wore the blue kepis of Civil War days, 
some the black slouch campaign hats. 
Tails of the brown buck deer adorned 
some’s headgear, these being the badge 
of the Pennsylvania troops. 


Governor Delivers Eulogy. 


The story of Meade’s life and glory 
was told the assembly by Gov. Fisher. 
Though born in Spain in 1815, the 
State of Pennsylvania was always re- 
garded as his home place, State of 
his ancestors, land of his life. He 
Spoke of Meade as soldier and as 
citizen, courtly im peace and chival- 
rouSs im war. His was a glowing 
eulogy as head of a creat State to a 
great son. Gen. Meade died in Phila- 
delphia in 1872. 

Meade was a general inspiring confi- 
denice, said President Coolidge, who 
Stayed through the service, making his 
speech, bareheaded in the rain. He was 
responsible and could be trusted; a 
man of character, relying on his own 
judgment; a man of confidence to do 
what he thought right in spite of 
critics. : 

He was a modest, steadfast warrior, 
the President sald; no picturesque beau 
sabreur, but a steady, religious battler 
for the right. Hardship, ill health, 
death of a loved one, could not remove 
him from the firing line. Said Mr. 
Coolide: “Others may have had more 
dash. None surpassed him in courage.” 
Meade made no “hopeless charges,” he 
declared. He planned so _ hopeless 
charges were unnecessary. Though sol- 
dier, first and always, Meade still be- 
lieved Army and people were as one, 
and, at the close of the Civil War, 
asked veterans who fought for him to 
prove their worth in pecae as they had 
done in war. 


¢ Daughter Unveils Monument. 


Miss Henrietta Meade, of Philadel- 
phia, daughter of Gen. Meade, unveiled 
the monument. Advancing to its base, 
escorted by Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant, 3d, 
memorial commission officer, she pulled 
the covering aside, revealing the figure 
of the great commander. At the same 
time, a flock of pigeons, symbolizing 
peace, flew upward from an altar front- 
ing the monument and bearing the 
Army of the Potomac’s emblem. ‘Two 
National flags also were borne aloft 
to float beside the memorial. One was 
the 35-starred flag of Civil War days, 
the other the present flag with 48. 
The Army Band musiclans played the 
National anthem, and Army cannon 
boomed out salutes, the smoke wisps 
from their barking muzzles drifting 
across the figure of the warrior stand- 
ing erect as if in battle haze. 

The parting draperies revealed a bril- 
liant sculpture. Fronting the group, 
the figure of Gen. Meade, clad in a 
Federal general officer’s uniform, his 
martial cape thrown back from shoul- 
ders, looking away from spirit of war 
behind, and forward toward prosperity 
and peace. Six figures, Courage, 
Chivalry, Loyalty, Fame, Progress and 
Energy, looked with the soldier toward 
a brighter day. 

This group of figures, 9 feet high, 


passionate denunciation. He declared 
that not a single person had been 
punished for this wholesale murder. 
Petlura’s tolerance, if not his actual 
participation, was shown by this 
failure to punish, Torres averred. 


Opposed to Pogroms. 
Several Ukrainians, vho were of- 


.ficials under Petlura, took the stand 


to testify that the general was op- 
posed to pogroms; this testimony was 
in support of the thesis that Gen. 
Petlura was * “nominally, but. not 
actually, responsible” for the pogroms 

Torres interrupted them to brand 
Gen. Petlura a dictator and necessarily 
responsible in person for the acts of 
subordinates. ‘“Petlura’s proclamations 
expressing indignation over the Po- 
groms were mere blinds” Torres. said. 
“While murdering Jewish men, women 
and children he had to maintain a 
straight face before the opinion of the 
world. He also wanted money from 
Jewish bankeys.” 

Torres said he does not intend to de- 
fend Schwartzbard on political issues. 
“My client,” he declared, “avenged his 
race, in which there are persons of 
many political beliefs. This isn’t a po- 
litical crime.” 

The testimony of the day was direct- 
ed at the three chief questions of the 
trial: 

Was Gen. Petlura directly and person- 
ally responsible for the pogroms? Did 
Schwartbard: act alone and merely for 
revenge? Did he fire two shots into 
Petlura’s bédy after the latter had 
fallen? 

To the first two of these the defense 
offers affirmative evidence and denies 
the last. The prosecution answers the 
first two negatively and affirms the last.

WN APPEAL TO LEAGUE 


Lithuania Says Her Independ- 
ence Is Threatened 
From Warsaw. 


VILNA SCHOOLS CLOSED 


Geneva, Oct. 19 (A.P.).—The charge 
that the Polish government is putting 
in operation a far-reaching scheme 
directed against the very existence of 
an independent Lithuania is contained 
in an appeal to the League of Nations 
made by Lithuania against Poland 
which the league made public late 
today. 


Lithuania protests to the league be- 


cause of the alleged closing of Lithuan- 
jan schools in the province of Vilna, 
which formerly was part of Lithuania, 
and the alleged arrest of Lithuanian 
clergy there by the Polish authorities. 
The appeal charges Poland with per- 
secuting Lithuanians, Appealing to the 
council under article eleven of -the 
league covenant, which refers to the en- 
dangering of friendly relations among 
the nations, Lithuania asks the council 
to establish Poland’s responsibility in 
the matter. 

Lithuania maintains in her appeal 
that suppression of the schools in 
Vilna is a violation of the Polish mi- 
nority treaty of 1919 and that the al- 
leged persecution of the clergy is a 
serious infringement of Poland’s con- 
cordat with the Holy See whereby Po- 
land guaranteed the clergy special legal 
protection. The Lithuanian appeal de- 
clares that this mistreatment of the 
clergy is a violation of the league’s 
stipulation that members maintain 
justice and scrupulous respect for 
treaty obligations.

Waving them back, 
however, the grand ol@ soldier rose 
again, and finished his recital of the 
charge, his quavering voice drowned out 
by gheering for the courage of a better 
day which had come back to him, 

Impressive were the dédication cere- 
monies called to order by the acting 
chairman of the Né@tipnel Meade 
Memorial Commission, Senator Fess, of 
Ohio.

cost of that great war, although it 
lasted for a space of four years. It has 
been in this field, rather than in the 
direction of memorials and monuments 
which might correspond to the re- 
sources of our country and the impor- 
tance of the men and events commem- 
orated, that our action has been most 
conspicuous. It took the better part of 
a century to raise a fitting monument 
to Washington, nearly 60 years to ex- 
press our appreciation of Lincoln, and 
about the same length of time to place 
a statue to Grant in the Capital City 
of the Nation. 


Sees Change in Opinion. 


“This condition arose from no lack of 
appreciation of distinguished services, 
but rather from a lack of appreciation 
of what might be done in the way of 
public adornment through the agencies 
of architecture and sculpture. It can 
not be denied that some of the efforts 
which the Government has made, both 
in buildikgs and in monuments, have 
served to confirm the impression that 
they do not always increase_the beauty 
of their surroundings. It is a satis- 
faction to realize that a change has 
come over public opinion. We have 
made a marked increase in our ability 
for artistic expression. It is not to be 
wondered at, therefore, that while some 
memorial has been raised to a number 
of his comrades, it was not until the 
present time that a statue has been 
erected in this city in honor of Maj. 
Gen. George Gordon Meade. But there 
are great compensations for the delay 
in the beauty and the appropriateness 
of the memorial and in the demonstra- 
tion of the enduring quality of his 
fame. 


Lauds Gen. Meade. 


As indicated by the inscription be- 
fore it, this monument has been erect- 
ed by the great Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania to thesmemory of: one of 
her distinguished sons. But in this 
case there is a double reason for this 
honor, because in one of the great bat- 
tles of history he met and turned back 
in defeat almost at the border a mighty 
army bent on the invasion gf that 
State. Everyone with even the most 
elementary knowledge of American his- 
tory knows that Meade was victorious 
at Gettysburg. That in and of itself 
would be sufficient warrant to un- 
ending acclaim by his fellow country- 
men. But informed students of the 
war know that he played a vital part 
throughout its whole course. He was 
@ modest man, accustomed to giving 
credit to others rather than himself. 
Lacking the partisan support of those 
high in office and of the public press, 
he had little opportunity to be glori- 
fied during his lifetime. But finally 
justice comes to be done; time sets its 
clearer, truer estimate. The records 
more and more reveal Gen. Meade as 
a gallant soldier and a Christian gen- 
tleman, He was the great commander 
of the Army of the Potomac. It was 
that great force which for nearly four 
years held in check the ablest officers 
in the main military effort of the Con- 
federacy. That army had five com- 
manders. Four of them were dis- 
placed within the first two years of its 
existence. During the last half of its 
history, from June 28, 1863, until it 
was disbanded after Appomattox, it was 
commanded by Meade alone. He was 
displaced not by defeat but by victory. 


Record Began in 1831. 


The military record of Gen. Meade 
may be said to begin in 1831, when he 
entered the Military Academy at West 
Point from Pennsylvania. In 1835 he 
retired to private life, mainly on ac- 
count of impaired health. But he re- 
turned to the Army in 1842, where he 
remained until his death in Philadel- 
phia, November 6, 1872. While he was 
out of the Army he was engaged in a 
survey of the mouth of the Mississippi 
River. There he made some original 
experiments, which in later years led 
Maj. Gen. Humphreys to investigations, 
by which he discovered the causes 
which formed bars and shoals at the 
mouth of the river. He reentered the 
——X$$$—$_$_$_—————— eas 
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prominent part in the battles of the 
next twelve months, which included 
the Wilderness, Spottsylvania, Cold 
Karbor, and Petersburg. On the first 
of February, 1865, he was made a 
major general in the regular Army. It 
was during this month. that he was 
notified that his son lay dying. So 
great, however, was his devotion to 
duty, that he refused to leave the 
front and did not reaoh home until 
two days after the boy was gone. 


Returns After Son’s Death, 

Three days later he was directed to 
return to his command. 
worn out from his long service that 
in the closing days before Appomattox 
he was compelled to travel in an ambu- 
lance. But disease could not shake 
the vigor of his mind. He still retain- 
ed his command. The first notes be- 
tween Lee and Grant, paving the way 
for capitulation, passed through 
Meade’s lines. But, having ridden over 
to the position commafided by Sheri- 
dan, Grant received the final note of 
Surrender through him. The com- 
mander of the Army of the Potomac, 
therefore, was not present when late 
in the afternoon of April 9, 1865, 
Gen. Lee, realizing the hopelessness of 
further resistance, acknowledged the 
defeat of the Confederate cause. Meade 
rode at the head of his men in the 
grand review at Washington, and on 
June 28, the second anniversary after 
he had been placed in command, he 
issued a farewell address to his men, 
in the course of which he said, “Let 
us return thanks to Almighty God for 
His blessings in granting us victory 
and peace, and let us sincerely pray 
for strength and light to discharge our 
duties as citizens as we have endeavored 
to discharge them as soldiers.” 


History Is Given. 

After the war Gen. Meade seems to 
have been engaged in the routine work 
of the Army of that day. From July, 
1865, he commanded the division of the 

tlantic, with headquarters at Phila- 
delphia, except for some service in the 
South, In 1868, as head of the Third 
Military Division, he acted as civil gov- 
ernor of Georgia, Florida and Alabama, 
where he displayed a most sympathetic 
and tolerant spirit in ‘his efficient pro- 
motion ,of reconstruction. The next 
year he was back. in Philadelphia, where 
he took an active interest in the welfare 
of the city, serving as vice president of 
the Fairmount Park Commission and in 
many benovolent enterprises. This 
eminent soldier and faithful citizen 
passed. away at the early age of 57. 
When President Grant was informed of 
his death he is said to have exclaimed, 
“What a calamity it would have been 
had it occurred during the war.” When 
it is remembered that not Meade but 
Sherman and Sheridan were the favor- 
ites with Grant, it can all the better be 
realized what high praise and apprecia- 
tion these words conveyed. It is fitting 
that his statue should stand here, 
crowned with the emblems of victory, 


Army as a second lieutenant. in the 
Corps of Topographical Engineers. 
After serving on the staffs of Gen. Tay- 
lor and Gen. Scott during the Mexican 
War we find him in 1857 as the chief 
engineer of the Geodetic Survey of the 
Great Lakes, where his scientific work 
was highly commended by the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

At the outbreak of the war he was 
abeut to accept command of a Michi- 
gan volunteer regiment, when Gov. 
Curtin gave him a commission as briga- 
dier general of volunteers in the Penn- 
sylvania Reserve Corps late in the sum- 
mer of 1861. Up to this time he had 
never commanded even a company. His 
corps became part of the Army of: the 
Potomac under McClellan. The great 
task at that time was to make an army 
out of a great mass of men totally in- 
experienced in military action. Later he 
served under both Burnside and Hook- 
er, participating in the peninsula cam- 
paign, the second Bull Run, Antietam, 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville and 
other battles of less importance. 


Wounded in Battle. 


At New Market Cross Roads, June 30, 
1862, he was wounded, but was back 
in command in six weeks. When 
Hooker was disabled, at Antietam, Mc- 
Clellan gave command of his corps 


temporarily to Meade, although other 
officers outranked him. A little later 
he was made major general of volun- 
teers and placed in command of the 
Fifth Army Corps. 

Early in June, 1863, Lee began to 
march north. He crossed the Potomac. 
His entire plans were never revealed, 
but if he could break through the 
Army of the Potomac, Washington, 
Baltimore, and even Philadelphia, 
might have been captured, and there 
was little to prevent his marching on 
to New York. Hooker, commanding 
the Federal forces, began falling back, 
apparently to protect Washington. He 
soon asked to be relieved, and at Fred- 
erick earlg on the morning of June 
28, Meade was astounded at receiving 
orders placing him in command. 

A situation of extreme difficulty con- 
fronted him, Hooker left for his post 
at Baltimore, giving no information as 
to his plans or the disposition of his 
forces. But the new commander ac- 
cepted his unsought responsibility and 
proceeded to discharge it. By 7 o’clock 
on the same morning he had dispatched 
his acceptance to Washington,, indi- 
cated that he would move toward the 
Susquehanna, and at the first oppor- 
tunity give battle. He immediately 
worked out a plan concentrating his 
troops on a favorable field where it 
would be necessary for Lee to attack 
him. 

Describes Great Battle. 


-He accomplished his purpose. The 
result was the terrible carnage of the 
battle of Gettysburg. Beginning on 
July 1, and extending over three days, 
it ended when Pickett led his charge 
against the Union forces in vain. It 
is thought that in the Union Army 
nearly 100,000 were engaged, which was 
outnumbered by the Confederate Army 
by about 10,000. The losses of Lee in 
killed, wounded and missing were es- 
timated at 31,600; those of Meade at 
23,100. The tide of war had reached 
its flood, and from that day began to 
recede. Marly on the morning of July 
5 the great general of the Confederacy, 
Robert E. Lee, turned southward to- 
ward his native Virginia. Thereafter 
he must have known that he was sup- 
porting a lost cause, but the Army 
that loved him rallied around him and 
his great military skill made him a 
dangerous foe for nearly two more 
years. 

When it is remembered that before 
this terrifiCc engagement Meade had 
been in command of the Army» but 
three days, his victory becomes the

Unsurpassed in Courage. 


The more we study the history of the 
war in which he fought, the more Gen. 
Meade stands out as a responsible and 
reliable commander. Others may have 
had more dash, though none surpassed 
him in courage. He did not engage 
himself in leading hopeless charges. He 
was, rather, a general who kept himself 
sufficiently informed as to the move- 
ments of his enemy and made such 
preparation and wise disposition of his 
own troops that hopeless charges were 
not necessary. It can not be said that 
he always won, but he experienced very 
little of defeat. His personality was 
well rounded out. If it appeared to 
possess no lofty peaks, it was not

PICKETING 


IS FORBIDDEN 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 19 (A.P.).—Coal 
miners in Colorado today peaceably 
continued their strike for higher wages 
and shorter hours while the State took 
steps to warn them against illegal ac- 
tivities to enforce their demands. 

Conflicting claims of success came 
from both the operators and the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, who fos- 
tered the walkout. The I. W. W. 
claimed the strike was gaining mo- 
mentum and that additional men would 
join approximately 4,000 who left their 
jobs yesterday. Operators reported 
more men were at work than yesterday 
jn the southern fields. 

Meanwhile Thomas Annear, chairman 
of the Colorado Industrial Commission, 
announced at Walsenburg that he 
would leave for the northern fields to 
insist that the strikers obey the law 
against picketing. Annear said he 
would attempt to show the men their 
walkout was illegal and to persuade 
them to return to work. 

The industrial commission contends 
the 30-day notice of strikes, required by 
the State law, was not given by min- 
ers in the northern fields. A notice 
was filed in the southern fields, but 
the commission held its form was il- 
legal because it was filed by the I. W. 
W. instead of the workers. 

In the northern lignite fields, mining 
operations were at a standstill, with 
virtually every miner in the district 
heeding the I. W. W. call. 

Calm prevailed in the strike territory. 
Strikers in the Walsenburg district 
obeyed an order of the sheriff against 
picketing. 

The Denver & Rio Grande Western 
Railroad sent all of its special officers 
to the Walsenburg district. One of 
them told officials he had proof that a 
carload of rifles and ammunition was 
sent to the I. W. W. at Aguilar from 
Pueblo last week. I. W. W. Officials 
said the report was ridiculous and K. 
Clemens, strike chairman in northern 
Colorado, said the only ammunition to 
be used would be education.

When he entered the service he said, 
“I go into the field * * * trusting 
to God to dispose of my life and ac- 
tions in accordance with my daily 
prayer that His will, not mine, shall 
be done.” Throughout his entire mili- 
tary career he constantly acted in har- 
mony with that sentiment. Time and 
again, in his letters and statements, 
he acknowledged his dependence upon 
Divine Providence. Like most great sol- 
diers, he was devoted to peace, not 
war. He even hesitated to regard those 
who supported the Southern cause in 
the light of enemies, even reproving 
his own men for glorying in their 
defeat? which he would reserve for the 
case of a foreign foe. 

On behalf of the Government of the 
Nation which he helped to save, I ac- 
cept this memorial erected by the Com- 
monwealth which was his own home 
and the home of his ancestors. The 
conflict in which he took such an im- 
portant part has long since passed 
away. ‘The peace which he loved has 
come. The reconciliation which he 
sought is complete. The loyalty to the 
flag which he followed is universal. 
Through all of this shines his own 
immortal fame.

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FAKE DOGTOR'S THEFT 
CHECKED BY CAPTURE 


Fleeing From Screaming 
Women, Man Is Held in 
$50,000 Robberies. 


SIX ARRESTS SINCE 1975 


New York, Oct. 19 (A.P.).—The career 
of New York’s fake physician, credited 


by police with having robbed several 
women by posing as a doctor, came to 
an end today with the arrest in Brooke 
lyn of Edward Koch, 35, who said he 
had no permanent address. 

Koch was arrested fleeing from the 
home of Mrs, Eva Zirinsky, who had be- 
come suspicious. A detective passing by 
heard the screams of several women 
and the next instant Koch virtually ran 
into the arms of the officer. 

The fake doctor is accused of robbing 
five women and a man of money and 
jewelry totaling about $50,000. Assuming 
a physician’s demeanor, police said, Koch 
would call on & woman and announce 
that her husband had sent him, When- 
ever his story was believed, Koch would 
find an excuse to send the woman out 
of the room, it was charged. He then 
would search the apartment and flee 
with whatever valuables he could pick 


up. 

Mrs. Zirinsky said she became suspi- 
cious when Koch’s statements con- 
flicted with what she knew to be the 
truth. 

Police records showed that Koch had 
been arrested six times since 1915 on 
charges of unlawful entry, burglary 
and grand larceny. In 1920, records re- 
vealed, he was sentenced to 10 years in 
Sing Sing for grand larceny. 


American Oil Deal 
With Soviet Hinted 


Leningrad, Oct. 19 (A.P.)—Lew Mil- 
allovitch Karakhan, former Soviet 
Ambassador to China, hinted today 
that there has been a deal in oil made

SINGLE-TERM RULE 
EFFECT ON 20 AACE 


Lowden Is Revealed as For- 
mer Proponent on 6-Year 
Limit for Presidents. 


HIS PRESENT POSITION 
ON QUESTION IN DOUBT 


Age of Some Candidates Like- 
ly to Have Strong Bearing 
on Convention Strength.

With increasing talk in Republican 
circles over a one-term President, it was 
revealed yesterday that former Gov. 
Lowden, of Illinois, while a member of 
Congress, sought to bring about a con- 
stitutional amendment limiting a4 
President to one six-year term. He in-« 
troduced three separate resolutions to 
this end. 

Strangely enough, this was never 
mentioned during his 1920 campaign 
and has not cropped out in the 1928 
discussions of his name. No statement 
has come from him as to his present 
views, but his friends say they. have 
undergone no change. Had he been 
nominated in 1920, they say, he would 
have retired voluntarily in 1924. 
Whether he will make any statement 
on this subject now, if he should final- 
ly throw his hat into the ring, remains 
to be seen. 

It was also revealed that the late 
Presidents Harding and Wilson were at 
heart for a single term. In the first 
draft of the first mesage to Congress of 
President Harding there was a recom- 
mendation that a single term limita- 
tion be placed in the Constitution, but, 
as was the case with President Wilson, 
he was dissuaded by his friends from 
doing so. It was argued in the instance 
of Mr. Harding that by disclosing that 
he was not to be a candidate for re- 
election he would lose his hold on Con- 
gress, while the iminence of war is said 
to have. been the determining factor in 
Mr. Wilson’s omission of the recom- 
mendation. 


Lowden’s Age as Factor. 


There has been considerable talk 
among Republicans over the insertion 
of a plank in the platform favoring a 
single six-year term for the President. 
It seems to have been started by the 
statement of Senator Mosses, of New 
Hampshire, that the party in selecting 
@ candidate next year, must keep 1932 
in mind. 

It was his view that the proper way 
to keep it in mind would be to nomi- 
nate Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 
Senator Moses, in common with any 
number of other Republican prophets, 
sees anything but easy sailing for the 
President of the next four years. The 
party will be put to a test. The next 
President, for example, will not be 
able to make economy his major policy, 
it is pointed out, and prosperity can 
not last forever. 

The New Hampshire senator’s pro- 
posal, of course, was to nominate a 
man who could be reelected in 1932. 
But there are those who do not want 
to give the Commerce Secretary one 
term, to say nothing of two terms. 
And in their prying around for argu- 
ments and solutions they talk a lot 
about the six-year term. Most likely 
this would appeal to Lowden and his# 
close friends, especially as the former 
Illinois governor is apparently com- 
mitted to it. And also, Lowden is now 
66 years old. He would be 68 when he 
took office, if elected, and 72 at the 
end of his term. Another fou. year 
term would be out of the question, it 
is contended, even if he desires it. 
Another two years tacked on to his 
first term by a constitutional amend- 
ment in the meantime, however, would 
not be difficult. . 


As Applied to Hughes, 


It is surprising how much appeal the 
proposal carries for Hughes’ adherents. 
The contention that the former State 
Secretary is too old to have more than 
one term at most, is the strongest 
argument being used against him. He 
is now 65 years old and would be 67 
when he took office March 4, 1929. At 
the end of a six-year term he would 
be only 73, or what has apparently 
come to be the appropriate age for 
members of the United States Supreme 
Court. 

The talk of a one-term plank carries 
the idea of an embodied commendation 
of President Coolidge for withdrawing 
and upholding traditions. Some strate- 
gists hold that this would be good 
campaign material against Smith in 
the event he is the Democratic nomi- 
nee. In the first place he has been 
governor of New York three times, a

Mr. Calder looks upon Smith as the 
inevitable Democratic nominee, but 
after he is nominated, Mr. Calder is 
willing to concéde him only New York 
City—no other place in the country, 
not even the solid South. It cannot be 
escaped, according to Mr. Calder, that 
the New York City Decocratic party is 
against law enforcement, and Smith ts 
the head of the party. For that reason 
any Republican now being mentioned, 
preferably Hughes, could carry the rest 
of the State against him. 

But no other Democrat has a chance, 
thinks Mr. Calder. The Democratic 
party having turned Smith down four 
years ago, can not afford to do so again, 
he said, because it will be a notifica- 
tion to Catholic voters “that they are 
not wanted in the Democratic party.’’

“Only South Is Needed.” 
“All that is now essential to the nom- 


|ination of Gov. Smith as the Demo- 


cratic candidate and his election as 
President,’ Senator Copeiand said, “is 
for the South, the cradle of Democracy, 
to support his candidacy.” 

“I wish I had words to convey to the 
people of the Southland the respect 
and love and admiration I have for Al- 
fred E. Smith,” he said. “I am a Ma- 
son and a Methodist. * * * I wish 
everybody in America could know Gov. 
Smith as I know him.” 

In his travels, he said, he found 
“among Republicans of prominence the 
dominant idea that Charles E. Hughes 
will be the Republican nominee.” 

“Without detracting from the popu- 
larity of Judge Hughes, I have no fear 
of the outcome of a race between him 
and Gov. Smith,” the senator said. 

Getting back to the one-term discus- 
sion, the belief is losing ground that 
one-term Presidents lose their influ- 
ence over Congress. The history of 
various Presidents’ relations with Con- 
gress disprove it, it is contended. 

Even if the matter is reasoned on a 
cold-blooded patronage basis, it is 
pointed out that the President is the 
titular leader of the party as long as 
he is in office and can manipulate 
patronage against recalcitrant members 
of Congress just as well in one term 
as he can with the thought that he is 
to be President for four additional 
years.

Laredo, Tex., Oct. 19 (A.P.).—Eight 
persons were killed and ten injured 
when. a band of about 100 rebels at- 
tacked and looted a southbound Mexi- 
can passenger train, 30 miles gouth of 
San Luis Potosi, yesterday morning, 
passengers arriving here today from 
Mexico City reported. 


Two dynamite bombs were placed on 
the tracks. One exploded as the sec- 
ond-class coach was passing. Another 
tore up the tracks 4nd the train came 
to a halt. 

Passengers on the Pullman and first- 
Class coaches were not molested »y 
the rebels. The express and mail cars 
were looted. It is believed the rebels 
took between 10,000 and 100,000 pesos, 
passengers said. After the attack the 
rebels fled into the mountains. 

Pasadena, Calif., Oct. 19 (A.P.).—De- 
tained at a Mexican plantation more 
than a month while authorities inves- 
tigated their mission, three Americans 
returned today from San Blas, on the 
Mexican West Coast, with a first-hand 
account of a rebel skirmish. 

H. E. Terrell, Eric St. Clair and MPs. 
C. Rankin Barnes, all of Altadena, a 
suburb, sailed to the southern port for 
&® cargo of bananas, When they ar- 
rived they found the planation in pos- 
session of rebel forces, The party nar- 
rowly escaped capture. They were 
accorded protection by federal troops 
who routed the revolters. 

Los Angeles, Oct. 19 (A.P.).— The

It told of the well-being of Gen. Gomez

As a result of this attack the north- 
bound train from Mexico City arrived 
here today six hours late. 

Capture by Mexican bandits of W. E 
Mitchell, general manager of the 
Amajac Mining Corporation in the 
Ixtlan district. Nayarit, was reported 
to the State Deparmtent yesterday by 
the consul at Mazatlan. Mitchell is a 
British subject and is being held for 
5,000 pesos ransom within five days 
under the threat that he will be shot. 

The British Minister in Mexico City 
has made representations to the foreign 
office. 

The consul also reported that bandits 
had seized the mail pouch and payroll 
of 2,000 pesos for the Amajac Mines 
and that four soldiers of the military 
escort had been killed. He added that 
the military protection afforded to the 
mines was still inadequate and that 
Mexican authorities had been requested 
to increase the force. By direction of 
the State Department, the embassy in 
Mexico City made similar representa- 
tions to the foreign office.

Italian Delegate to Co 
ence Says Developmen 
Depend on System.

(Associated Press.) 

The beam system of radio transmis- 
sion is the basis for all future wireless 
improvements, in the opinion of Sena- 
tor William Marconi, here as one of 
Italy’s representatives at the interna- 
tional radio conference. Upon its per- 
fection, he believes, will depend to a 
large extent the development of suc 

widely different wireless applications 
as photographic transmission and radio 
telephony. 

Marconi explained yesterday how he 
had succeeded in restricting radio ema- 
nation to a beam diverging from the 
sending stations to an angle of not 
more than two or three degrees. The 
effect of this, he continued, was that 
all the energy of the transmitting sta- 
tions, which under ordinary circum- 
stances would have been spread in all 


directions, was concentrated along this 
beam. 


Strength of Signal Increased. 


Owing to this concentration, the 
strength of the incoming signal at the 
receiving station had been increased 
as much as 200 times in some cases. 
In transatlantic communication be- 
tween this country and England, he 
said, the beam system had strength- 
ened messages 100 times. To obtain the 
same strength of incoming signals with- 
out directional transmission, the send- 
ing power would have had to have been 
increased 10,000 times, which, Marconi 
added, would have been unfeasible. 

Since the success of radio telephony 
and photographic transmission are de- 
pendent upon strength of the incom- 
ing signals, Marconi declared he con- 
sidered his experiments with beam 
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transmission as basic for the improve- 
ment of the art. 


Secrecy Held Assured. 


Asked whether wireless would ever 
completely replace the cable, Marconi 
said the latter had only the advantage 
of secrecy, but that with the beam 
System secrecy is practically absolute 
in radio, since words are transmitted 
at as high a rate as 500 a minute, re- 
quiring complicated and expensive re- 
ceiving sets. In addition, such mes- 
sages are subject to reception only by 
stations in the direct path of the beam.

A- CURB ON GOOD ADVISERS. 


The President, according to apparently au- 


thentic information from the White House, has 


serious objections to speeches made by officers 
of the military establishment which relate to 
legislation pending before Congress. The re- 
call of Gen. Charles P. Summerall, chief of 
staff, first explained as having been made nec- 
essary for a ‘‘budget conference,’ was. due, 
it is now divulged, to the speech attributed 
to that officer in criticism of Army housing 
conditions. The remarks ascribed to Gen. 
Summerall were not actually made by him, it 
is said, and the incident is considered ‘‘closed.”’ 

There is reason to doubt the value of cen- 
sorship of Army and Navy officers on matters 
concerning the national defense. The mem- 
bers of the military establishments are experts 
in matters that concern their respective 
branches. It is to the ranking officers that 
the public looks for advice on questions that 
affect the Army and Navy. A too rigorous cen- 
sorship would only serve to deprive the coun- 
try of valuable information. 

i* is impossible for any officer, no matter 
what his rank, to do more than propose re- 
forms or changes which he considers neces- 
sary. It is up to Congress to decide whether 
or not the proposals shall be carried into ‘ef- 
fect. The legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment has seldom shown any disposition to be 
overly generous in dealing with the national 
defense in time of peace. It is not to be sup- 
posed that any statement relative to Army 
housing conditions would bring about a wild 
orgy of expenditures for such a purpose. Em- 
phatie statements, in fact, are often needed 
to obtain from Congress actual needs. 

The rule that appropriations must be co- 
ordinated through the budget bureau does not 
justify a censorship upon trained and discreet 
Army and Navy officers. Full and frank dis- 
cussion of existing deficiencies by men in a 
position to know the facts, is the only method 
by which errors can be corrected. Such dis- 
cussions are in no sense disloyal to the cur- 
rent administration or subversive of its poli- 
cies. 


BETTER RECRUITS. 


The recruiting sergeant looking for ‘‘rookies”’ 
in the old days was never finicky about the 
intelligence of the candidate for a place in the 
ranks of the United States Army. All the ser- 
geant cared for was to make a good showing 
in the quantity of husky raw material. But to- 
day quality rather than quantity is the aim of 
the recruiting officers. It is no longer suffi- 
cient to know that the applicant is healthy 
and willing to serve. He must have at least 
a modicum of intelligence. 

In times of great emergency almost any one 
With the willingness to carry a rifle was ac- 
ceptable, but the Army today is particular as 
to the kind of men who will be accepted for 
enlistment. The War Department 
cently prescribed “intelligence tests’’ de- 
termine the suitability of applicants. These 
tests cover a wide field, and so far as tried out 
in the first of the corps areas to which they 
have been applied they have proved satisfac- 
tory. 

Not only have these intelligences tests helped 
to eliminate from the ranks men whose mental 
capacity is below the standard, but they have 
likewise led the recruiting officers to believe 
that they will prove highly beneficial to the 
financial department of the Army, because it 
has been expensive to send would-be recruits 
to headquarters and begin training them, only 
to find them unfitted for the service. The Army

MAINE’S VOTE ON THE PRIMARY. 


The electorate of Maine has chosen, by a 
vote of nearly two to one, to retain the direct 
primary system of nominating candidates for 


public office. Agitation for return to the 
party caucus and convention system of nomi- 
nation has been current in the Pine Tree. State 
for several years. In 1923 the platforms of 
both parties called for a referendum on the 
primary law but the legislature failed to act. 
In 1925 the original draft of the Republican 
platform called for a referendum but the plank 
jas eliminated. 

An active campaign has been waged for 
weeks to bring about repeal of the direct 
primary under the leadership of former Gov. 
William T. Cobb, of Rockland. Gov. Brewster 
and former Gov. Percival P. Baxter led the 
fight to retain the primary. Although feeling 
has been running high, and the campaign has 
been most bitter, only 60,000 voters of the 
normal 200,000 cast ballots. 

Gov. Brewster’s campaign was based partic- 
ularly upon the contention that ‘‘an examina- 
tion of the records of twenty years ago, when 
the convention system almost universally pre- 
vailed, will show very clearly that corruption 
was not invented under the primary, but has 
been made very much more difficult to conceal. 
The direct primary has not brought the millen- 
nium, but it has done much to liberate the 
American Goverrment from certain influences 
which were threatening to dominate the ac- 
tivities of public men.” 

The former chairman of the Republican 
State committee, Judge Ccorge L. Emory, 
prominent leader of the repeal forces, said of 
the primary: 

Not a single high-grade man has been 
nominated for public office in the State 
of Maine since the primary law has been 
ix effect, unless he has had money him- 
self, or had a rich relative who was back- 
ing him for the office. The man who has 
no money but has brains and ability has 
no standing in the State of Maine under 


the primary system. That is not true 
under.the convention system. 


Gov. Brewster’s contention, in the light of ex- 
perience, can hardly be upheld. The statement 
of Judge Emory is more in accord with fact. 
For this reason, and despite the old adage 
that ‘‘As’goes Maine so goes the Nation,” it 
is too much to say that the result of this elec- 
tion reflects the general opinion in New Eng- 
land and elsewhere. The act upon which the 
vote was taken provided for. a blanket re- 
peal of a law containing 3% sections. It would 
have abolished not only the primary, but also 
the regulations regarding the holding of State 
conventions and limiting expenditures by can- 
didates for party office. It is more than pos- 
sible that the result of the election was in- 
fiuenced unduly by the belief that had victory 
been gained by advocates of the repeal, chaos 
would have been created. 

Those who believe that the direct primary 
is a pernicious influence in American politics 
should not lose -.ope because of what has hap- 
pened in Maine. They should regird them- 
selves for battle setting their vision upon the 
day when men 0% bility can be drafted for 
publie service, when money no longer will be a 
prerequisite in prenomination campaigns, and 
when ab lity and fitness f r office will be the 


absolute rule in choosing standard bearers. 


A FOUR-DAY CROSSING. 


The marine world does not intend to surren- 
der to the airplane without a struggle. There 
is a general conviction now that the day will 
come when travelers will cross the oceans by 
air, but for some time yet there will be room 
for shipping, and the industry intends to do 
its part to prevent inroads upon its business 
from the air. That, certainty, is the interpreta- 
tion to Placed upon the announced plan 
to reduce the time of the Atlantic crossing to 
four days 

That fin project is feasible was demonstrated 
before a number of experts in Washington on 
Tuesday. A model ship under conditions simu- 
lating the worst that might be encountered in 
the Atlantic showed its ability to maintain a 
speed of more than 30 knots. The projectors 
of the new line intend to reduce time and dis- 
tance still further by developing New London 
as the American terminal. They believe that 
they can land 400 passengers in England 
within 96 hours, and that despite this speed 
fuel consumption and overhead will be lower 
than is the case at present. 

Here is an American venture, which if all 
claims are justified, is well worth supporting. 
Speed is:the essence of success in the com- 
petitive business of ocean transportation. 
Patriotic appeals have some weight, but not a 
great deal, to the man who can make valuable 
use of every hour that he can save on his ocean 
journey. Americans and Europeans alike will 
throw their patronage to a four-day service, 
and the projected ten vessels of 20,000 tons 
each will prove a valuable adjunct to the 
United States merchant marine in time of 
peace or war,

UNDER THE HUDSON. 

After an expenditure of $47,000,000 and 
seven years’ labor, New York City and New 
Jersey have at last been connected by a vehic- 
ular tunnel, which will be dedicated with much 
ceremony and some pomp within the next 30 
days. For more than a third of a century en- 
gineers and capitalists have wrestled with the 
problem of connecting the two States by 
+ means of an artery of travel other than that 
afforded by railroad tubes. This at last has 
been accomplished through the cooperation of 
the two States and the engineering skill of 
Chief Engineer Clifford Milburn Holland, who 
died just two days before the borings from 
each end were joined, more than 50 feet be- 
low the bottom of the river. :

at least. 


AN AIR PIONEER. 


The tremendous impetus lately given to 
aviation serves to bring to mind the names 
of those connected with its inception, including 
the two foremost pioneers, Dr. Samuel P. 
Langley and his associate, Charles M. Manley. 


The news of Manley’s death is a reminder that 
he was the man who risked his life in an 
effort to demonstrate that the machine which 
he and Dr. Langley had designed and con- 
structed would really fly. 

A list of the pioneers of aviation would be 
incomplete without the inclusion of Manley’s 
name. The Wrights, it is true, were the first 
to fly; but Manle and Langley had found the 
right principle, as events proved. The heavier- 
than-air machine they built was 
flown. 

It took as much courage in 1903 
in the face of public skepticism and ignorance 
as it did to make the attempt to fly. The 
world regarded ‘th Dr Langley and Manley 
as deluded enthusiasts. They seemed to he 
seeking something as impossible as perpetual 
motion. There was not even sympathy, but 
only ridicule, for them in their failures. It is, 
therefore, only fitting that full if belated credit 
should be given to them, now that aviation as 
they conceived it has become one of the great- 
est achievements of man, 


THE LOAN: TO POLAND. 


Within 24 hours after the announcement 
was made that Assistant Secretary Charles S. 
Dewey had consented to leave his post in the 
Treasury Department to assume that of finan- 
cial adviser to the government of Poland the 


new Polish international loan, aggregating 


$72,000,000, was underwritten in New York 
and London. Of course, the United States will 


get the lion’s share. A syndicate of bankers 
is offering $47,000,000 worth of the securities. 
That the bonds will be quickly sold is beyond 
question, for Poland, in spite of disturbed 
political conditions, has demonstrated its in- 
herent vitality as a nation. 

The new loan is part of the plan to main- 
tain the present value of the currency and to 
assure the equilibrium of the budget. The 
total foreign debt of Poland, including this 
issue, is equivalent to approximately $440,- 
000,000, or about $15 per capita, and as the 
internal debt is less than $2, the government 
debt, aggregating $17 per capita, is one of 
the lowest in Europe. 

The acceptance,of the post of financial ad- 
viser by Mr. Dewey has served to give con- 
fidence to foreign as well as American inves- 
tors, as Mr. Dewey will carefully scrutinize 
the expenditures and will see that adequate 
provision is made for the creation, of a sink- 
ing fund. The present revenue of Poland 
from customs is $40,000,000, more than eight 
times the interest requirements for the loan. 

It. is understood that of the entire issue 
some $20,000,000 is represented by credits 
granted by fourteen of the leading banks of 
issue of the world, as a reinforcement of 
Poland’s p‘::n for the stabilization of its cur- 
rency. No doubt several million dollars’ worth 
of the bonds will find their way into safe de- 
posit boxes in such cities as Detroit and Buf- 
falo, where reside many thousand Americans 
of Polish birth or Polish blood. They are in- 
dustrious and thrifty citizens, engaged in al) 
lines of commerce and industry, and many of 
them hold office in municipal and State gov- 


ernments. 
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APPLES AND PIES. 


It is an unprofitable week when the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics fails to add to the 
sum of human knowledge. Last week was 
not unprofitable. The bureau has discovered 
and published to the world what becomes of 
the apples of New York State. The bureau 
had valuable assistance from the New York 
Food Marketing Research Council, which ad- 
vises its coadjutor in Washington that the im- 
pression generally prevalent that most of the 
apples are converted into apple sauce is far 
from the fact. The percentage of fruit thus 
converted is only 15, while 11 per cent goes 
into pies, 13 per cent is baked, 3 per cent is 
converted into salads, and the remainder is 
eaten raw. It willvbe seen by this survey that 
not even one-tenth of 1 per cent of the apples 
of New York State is converted into cider or 
“Jack.” 

Not only has'the bureau found after in- 
vestigating the habits of ‘3,000 representa- 
tive families’’. just how those families like 
their apples, but it has gone still further and 
has learned that “Italian and colored fami- 
lies’ invariably prefer red, yellow or green 
varieties, while Jewish people show a prefer- 
ence for McIntosh. Just why the apple habits 
should be studied by national groups is not ex- 
plained, but this may be the subject of later 
and more profound research. 

The bureau has learned that of the 300 or 
400 varieties of the fruit grown in the United 
States only 15 have any standing among the 
buyers of New York City. The .residents of 
that city no longer buy apples by the barrel 
or bushel, but confine their purchases to a 
dozen, or even fewer, at a time. 

While New York City is falling behind in 
the art of concocting apple pies, it is different 
on the Pacific Coast. There the pie is king. 
A dispatch from Yakima, Wash., reports that 
four bakers, each with a rolling pin 156 feet 
long, rolled out dough for the crust of this 
paragon of pies. The pie was made last Satur- 
day to help in the celebration of ‘‘apple week.” 
In preparing for the construction 2,100 pounds 
of apples were pared and cooked in a cannery. 
When baked the pie weighed a ton, and 2,000

Skagway Should Go to Canada. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
read with interest your editorial in The 
Post of October 10, entitled “A Swap. 
With Canada,” the reference being in 
connection with the town of Skagway, 
at the head of Lynn Canal, with the 
suggestion of some plan by which the 
town might be “internationalized” or 
an exchange of territory be made with 
Canada. 

The subject has often been discussed 
between persons acquainted with the 
situation, but the time never seemed 
opportune for favorable action.

With the passing of the days of high 
prosperity and with a dwindling popu- 
lation the sentiment has changed.

The town 
would take on new life and if they 
preferred not to remain under Cana- 
dian control their property could he 
more readily disposed of. 

The stimulus thus given to develop- 
ment would be an indirect benefit to 
the surrounding territory: Skagway is 
oi so little value to the United States, 
except as a bar against Canadian devel- 
opment of its upper Yukon territory, 
that it would be a graceful act to trans- 
fer it outright or under an indefinite 
lease, subject to cancellation in the 
event of war (an unthinkable con- 
tingency), or an exchange of territory 
might be made, as suggested, to the 
mutual advantage of both countries.

THE OILY SCALP 


T seems that the oily scalp is an 
I affliction under which a@ large por- 

tion of humanity suffers. Both men 
and women are subject to this annoy- 
ance, and unfortunately many of them 
aggravate the trouble by exactly the 
wrong sort of self-treatment. 

The first mistake that is usually 
made lies in their conviction that they 
must wash their hair more and more 
often. This sets up a vicious circle, 


so that the more the hair is washed 
the more the oil glands are stimulated 
to overwork. They pour, out their oil 
so that it runs down the outside of 
the hair tubes; this makes the hair 
stringy and unmanageable. 

It may require a little patience, but 
a firm resolve must be made and kept 
—a resolve to wash the hair not oftener 
than every two weeks. The night be- 
fore shampoo, it is extremely helpful 
to annoint the scalp with olive oil as 
hot as it can comfortably be borne.

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WEDDINGS—VARIOUS 


OME day when I have a great deal 
S of time, I am going to persuade 

the shops I know to stage wed- 
dings. It is almost impossible to tell 
people today all they want to know 
about this event, and no two will admit 
that they have the same problems. In 
old times, when there was more indi- 
vidyal independence, a wedding was 
managed by the bride’s family and the 
bride, to suit themselves and the con- 
ditions under which they lived.

Scalloped Potatoes. 


Butter a casserole dish. Pare about 
six medium-size potatoes and cut them 
Arrange a:layer of po- 
tatoes about two or three slices deep 
over the bottom of the buttered dish 
and sprinkle the layer lightly with flour. 
Salt and pepper the layer, dot with 
butter and add a few drops of onion 
juice. Add another layer of potatoes, 
repeat the flour, seasoning, butter, &c., 
and then more potatoes. Continue 
until the materials are used—I should 
say until the potatoes are used. Have 
the top covered with the butter, salt, 
pepper and so on, minus the flour, and 
cover the whole with buttered cracker 
crumbs. Fill dish with sweet milk until 
it may be seen through the top layer of 
potatoes, but not until it covers them, 
and bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour and a quarter or until the pota- 
toes are quite tender wen pierced 
with a fork. Serve in the dish in which 
baked. 

There are a number of different 
cheeses in market at this season of the 
year, cheeses which are not to be 
found during the summer months as 
they do not keep well. And when we 
thus speak of cheese we do not by any 
means refer to the plain American va- 
riety of which we all well know, but of 
the unusual, highly flavored ones so 
appropriately served with a salad in 
piace of a dessert, especially following a 
more «: less substantial dinner. Rather 
than give details of these cheeses here, 
we shall be glad to send our little list of 
attractive suggestions for this dessert 
substitute to any reader who may be in- 
terested.

Experience has taught him how to treat 


a sprained ankle so that the man with 
the hurt need not miss any games and 
very few practices. 


ankle he first makes certain that it 
is a sprain and not a fracture. Some- 
times an X-ray picture is necessary to 
settle that point. The second step in 
treatment, diagnosis being counted as 
the first, is to apply a cold compress 
to keep the acute swelling within 
bounds. 

The third step is to strap the ankle 
with adhesive. To do this the player 
sits in front of the man who is to 
apply the adhesive. The player’s foot 
hangs just a little lower than the knee 
of the physician. The player’s foot is 
placed on the doctor’s knee. The knee, 
ankle and toes point straight ahead. 
The foot is at an angle of 80 to 85 
degrees with the leg.. In other words, 
the toe, or front end of the foot, is 
slightly higher than the heel. The 
foot is bent outward a very little, 
scarcely at all, just enough to throw 
the weight slightly toward the inner 
or great toe edge of the foot. 


The foot is strapped in this position, 
using 144-inch adhesive tape of suitable 
length for the purpose. The first tape 
applied starts on the back side of the 
lower calf, comes down on the inner 
side of the leg and ankle, over the 
instep, from the inner to the outer 
side, under the sole, up on the inner 
side of the foot to the top. The second 
strip begins about the same place on 
the calf and travels down the leg 
across the top of the instep to the inner 
side of the foot, and then down across 
and up in the opposite direction to the 
first strip. 

The third strip starts on the side 
of the calf arid comes down over the 
ankle, the heel, across the bottom of 
the heel, and up the opposite side to 
the level where it started. This forms 
a stirrup. The fourth strip is merely 
an anklet, which holds the other strips 
in place. 


As soon as the adhesive strips are 
applied the player is ready to walk.

SGHOOL CEILING FALLS; 
250 CHILDREN IN PANIC 


Rainier Building Had Barely 
Quit Vicinity of Peril. 


STEAM PIPE EXPLODES 


More than 250 children attending 
the Mount Rainier School were thrown 
into a panic yesterday morning when 
the explosion of a steam pipe in the 
assembly hall caused the ceiling to 
crash to the floor. A few minutes be- 
fore the ceiling crashed its heavy 


weight to the floor, more than 40 small 
children of the first grade left the 
room. Many would have been killed, 


curred a few minutes earlier, 
When the sound of the explosion was | 


children jumped from their seats and 
ran for the exits. The teachers worked 
frantically to restore order and to keep 
the children from jumping from the 
windows. Several of the children were 
bruised as they were jammed against 
doors in the exodus. Mrs, Catherine T 
Reed, the principal, seeing the steam 
which pervaded the building after the 
explosion, sounded the fire alarm and 


out in an orderely fashion. 

When it was found that only the 
ceiling in the assembly room had fallen 
the children were returned to the class- 
rooms, but were later dismissed. The 
ceilings of the entire building will be 
inspected immediately for possible 
stresses in the other rooms. The 
building. a two-story and basement 
structure, with eight rooms, built of 
brick and hollow tile, is about three 
years old and has been considered of 
modern construction and safe. 

Citizens associations and other or- 
ganizations use the assembly hall 
almost every night. 

The teachers and pupils who were in 
the building at the time declared that 
the crash was deafening. Windows rat- 
tled and the entire building trembled 
with the force of the explosion. 

The ceiling was a meshwork of steel 
network and cement. The steam pipes 
which exploded were hung just below 
the ceiling. Fire recently was started 
because of the damp, raw weather. The 
force of steam is believed to have been 
too strong for the pipes. 

School officials are not decided as to 
whether school will be convened today, 
but they do not believe that the school 
will be opened again until a thorough 
inspection of the school has been made 
to reassure the parents of the children. 
It may be necessary to tear out the 
ceilings in several other rooms, it is 
feared.
